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Newspaper Editors Evaluate U.S. Victory at Guadalcanal 


defeated through insular warfare, without major-scale bombing attacks on her maj 


N editorial diversity between analysis of the Guadalcanal victory as to its effect 

on the Japanese offensive, and speculation as to possible future U. 8. strategy 

in the South Pacific was noted during the past week as confirmation came from all 
sides that the long, hard battle for possession of Guadalcanal had been won. 

“There is no very reasonable escape,” comments the Los Angeles Times, “from 
the conclusion that Japan exerted her utmost effort first to hold and then to recap- 
ture Guadalcanal and, having failed, is now putting the best face she can on her 
defeat. No doubt she has been developing other bases in the meantime, but not until 
she foresaw the probability of losing her first choice.” 

The Norfolk Ledger-Dispatch states, “Just how the Allied footholds in the Solo- 
mon Islands and in New Guinea will be used offensively remains to be seen. There 
can be no question, however, as to the value of these positions in the Allied plan to 
keep open the lines of communication to Australia. Had the enemy been allowed to 
consolidate his position in the Solomons, and had he not been thrown back from his 
march through Papua toward Port Moresby, it is almost certain that he would have 
long since attempted an invasion of Australia and threatened our last major base 
of operations in the Southwest Pacific theatre of the war.” 

“What the next move will be,” reports the Columbus Dispatch, “and which side 
will make it is from here anyone’s guess. It might well be that the Japanese have 
been able during this six-month battle to establish strong bases and positions else- 
where, as they have claimed to do, and that they will make a surprise attack fur- 
ther to the west, from Timor, or Dutch Guinea into Australia direct and thus threaten 
the advance we have made up the Solomons.” 

“The Battle of the Solomons is far from concluded,” states the St. Louis Star 
Times. “Most of the islands remain in the enemy’s hands. The Japs may have de- 
cided to erase Guadalcanal as an issue and to consolidate their forces elsewhere for 
a new approach. Nor does our success justify the theory that Japan can be finally

“Perhaps,” says the New York Herald-Tribune, “it would be better not to ¢ 
cuss the further possibilities it (the Guadalcanal victory) now opens to us until 
have succeeded in exploiting them; but it may turn out that the future course , 
the war will be ‘vastly different’ because of the courage and skill of the men, of gy 
arms, who fought and won the battle for Guadalcanal.” 


“What we have gained,” according to the Philadelphia Inquirer, “if all goes we 
is a valuable stepping stone from which we must strike powerful blows at the ey 
my. As it stands Guadalcanal represents the power of America beginning to hit jt 
stride. But it’s only a beginning. The route to Tokyo and victory is long and har@: 

“It... gives one pause to realize,” states the Wilmington, Del., Journal, “tha 
our air and naval forces apparently have been unable to prevent the successful eva 
ation of several thousand enemy troops when the Japanese decided to give up th 
fight. Even in these last stages of the battle, it is evident, our control of the wate 
around the island has been far from complete.” 

The Christian Science Monitor states: “The Japanese troops on Guadalcanal dj 
manifestly, fulfill one mission. They kept much of America’s air and sea power jg 
the Pacific tied up for six months. That time was invaluable to Tokyo in its essentj 
task of organizing and exploiting the tremendous treasure of war materials in th 
Dutch Indies and other sections of Nippon’s conquests. Americans should not laug) 
too loudly at Tokyo’s explanation. Only if they made better use of those six month 
—building planes and ships which will reduce the enemy’s bases at a far faster ra 


—can they feel any elation.” 





Shoe Rationing 


With the exception of military person- 
nel who are issued shoes for use in field 
service, Army officers and enlisted men 
must use War Ration Book No. 1 in order 
to purchase shoes, according to a recent 
War Department order. 

Officers and enlisted men who either do 
not have the Ration Book, or have al- 
ready used their first shoe stamp, must 
purchase shoes on the basis of a shoe 
certificate, which can be obtained from 
an authorized officer. 

In accordance with the order, Post 
Exchanges will operate in the same 
fashion as civilian retail shoe stores, and 
will sell shoes only on the surrender by 
the purchaser of a shoe stamp or a shoe 
purchase certificate. 

The OPA announcement stated : 

“To acquire more shoes than the ration 
order allows. application must be made in 
writing to a District OPA office, or an author- 
ized War Price and Rationing Board, for the 
additional stamps or temporary shoe purchase 
certificates necessary. 

“This amendment of the ration order was 
made to provide sufficient footwear for mem- 
bers of the Red Cross, diplomats, foreign cor- 
respondents, radio commentators and others 
whose work may take them out of this coun- 
try for a considerable length of time. The 
same provisions apply to a member of the 
traveler’s family who accompanies him, 

“The amendment also provides: (1) persons 
already living outside the United States can 
have a member of their family, or an agent, 
apply for the extra stamps so shoes can be 
purchased for sending; (2) any member of 
the armed forces of the United Nations may 
acquire shoes furnished or sold him by a 
branch of the United States’ armed forces 
without surrendering ration currency. 

“In making application for extra stamps, 
the applicant or his agent must give complete 
information on his needs to become eligible 
for additional shoes.” 

At the same time it was learned that 
the Navy Department, in order to main- 
tain an even flow of shoe production for 
its procurement purposes, has instituted 
a program calling for the negotiation of 
contracts running through December, 
1943, for approximately 800,000 pairs of 
shoes per month for general issue to the 
Navy’s enlisted men.

Army’s “Anti-Submarine 
Command” 


Redesignation of the mission of the 
Anti-Submarine Command of the Army 
Air Forces to include “locating and at- 
tacking enemy submarines in any theater 
where they can be located” has been an- 
nounced by the War Department. 

The Anti-Submarine Command was(lor- 
ganized to take over the coastal patrol 
functions of the First Bomber Command, 
and has played a leading role in rescuing 
survivors of ships torpedoed off the Amer- 
ican coast. 


Free Entry of Gifts 

The Treasury Department has pre- 
scribed the following regulations to put 
into effect the Act of 5 Dec, 1942 which 
permits servicemen overseas to send into 
the United States duty free gifts not ex- 
ceeding $50 in value: 

(a) Under Public Law 790, approved 5 Dec. 
1942, collectors of customs shall accord entry 
free of duty, internal-revenue taxes, and cus- 
toms charges and exactions to bona fide gifts 
from members of the armed forces of the 
United States on duty outside the continental 
limits of the United States to the extent of 
$50 in value in any shipment. 

(b) Satisfactory evidence that articles are 
bona fide gifts from a member of the armed 
forces of the United States on duty outside 
the continental United States will have been 
filed in connection with the entry within the 
meaning of Public Law 790 if: 

(1) The shipment is accompanied by a 
declaration or other evidence establishing 
such facts, or, 

(2) In cases where the declaration or other 
evidence mentioned in (b) (1) does*not ac- 
company the shipment, the consignee or ad- 
dressee of the shipment files in connection 
with the entry such a declaration or a certifi- 
eate in the following form: 

I certify that the following-described 

are bona fide 
gifts from , & member of the 
armed forces of the United States, to 





(Consignee or addressee) 
or if: 

(3) The collector of customs finds from the 
facts and circumstances that the articles are 
entitled to free entry under Public Law 790, 
and makes an appropriate notation of his 
findings on the entry. 

(c) The certificate provided for in (b) (2) 
need not be verified unless, in the opinion of 
the collector, special circumstances necessi- 
tate that the certificate be under oath. 

(d) The entry requirements prescribed in 
the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, or the Cus- 
toms Regulations of 1937, as amended, are 
applicable to articles entitled to free entry 
under Public Law 790. 

(e) Customs invoices, including the invoices 
provided for in article 367, Customs Regula- 
tions of 19387 (J. R. 9a and 9b), shall not be 
required for shipments accorded free entry 
under Public Law 790, in whole or in part; 





nor shall the customs declarations or the 
statements of value provided for in article 
367 (J. R. 9a and 9b) be required for such 
shipments. 

(f) Free entry shall be accorded under the 
act to articles entered, or withdrawn from 
warehouse, for consumption on and after De- 
cember 6, 1942, and before the expiration of 
six months after the termination of hostilities 
as determined by proclamation of the Presi- 
dent or by concurrent resolution of the Con- 
gress. 


Place WAACs in Army 


Legislation to repeal the Women’s 
Army Auxiliary Corps bill and place 
members of the corps directly in the Army 
of the United States was passed by the 
Senate this week. 

The bill, 8. 495, is expected to encount- 
er some opposition in the House. 

Under the bill all officers and enlisted 
men of the Women’s Army Auxiliary 
Corps would have the rights, privileges 
and disability and retirement benefits pro- 
vided for members of the Army of the 
United States. 

Dependents allowances would be pro- 
vided. 

Thus, in two particulars, the bill will 
give WAACs advantages over members 
of the Army Nurse Corps. A captain in 
the WAACs would be an actual captain 
in the Army of the United States, while 
the nurse captain will hold only relative 
ranks. Nurses receive no allowances for 
dependents. 

An amendment to the bill adopted on 
the Senate floor provides that the author- 
ity to appoint women shall expire with 
the cessation of hostilities or on 1 Jan. 
1945, whichever is earlier. 

All WAACs now in the service will 
have the opportunity to resign or*be dis- 
charged if they do not care to enlist or 
accept appointments in the Army of the 
United States. 

Explaining the about-face of the War 
Department in favoring inclusion of the 
WAACs in the Army although the move 
had been opposed at the time the WAACs 
pay was increased, Brig. Gen. Miller G. 
White, ACOS, G-1, told the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee that the chief of 
staff “was very much concerned that that 
pay situation be straightened out as early 
as possible. We asked his views on the 
proposal to substitute legislation of this 
nature in place of the pay bill. He said 
at that time the corps was still in a forma- 
tive period, we still had no units actual- 
ly organized and functioning with the 
Army, and under the circumstances he 
preferred that we go ahead as we were 
until we had gone far enough to know 
just how valuable this corps was going 
to be to the Army, the extent of its use- 
fulness, the difficulties we would encount- 
er under the legislation the Congress had 
already provided, and again rather than 
delay the pay situation, he personally re- 
quested that the question not be brought 
up at that time. 

“Then this legislation was introduced. 








We are now in the position of favoring 
that which we have heretofore in a sense 
opposed—not that we did not want it in 
the beginning. We would have preferred 
this type of legislation, but having gotten 
something else and got it started to work.

General White revealed that the 
strength of the corps was now about 31, 
500. More than 10,000 are on duty in 
units in the field, he said, and they have 
replaced men almost one for one. “That 
is somewhat better than we expected,” he 


stated. “I have always estimated that§, 


perhaps two men could be released by 
three women on most jobs.” 

General White estimated that 300,00 
WAACs could be used “and still be ef. 
fectively releasing men for field service, 
... The Air Force alone estimates that 
they could use 300,000.”

plans were being made to continue the 
WAACs after the war, General White 
stated that “we now have no plan for 
that.” 


New Nurse Corps Head 


Lt. Col. Florence A. Blanchfield, As 
sistant Superintendent of the Army Nurse 
Corps, has been appointed superintendent 
of the corps to succeed Col. Julia 0. 
Flikke. 

Miss Flikke, as stated in the 13 Feb. 
issue of the ARMY AND Navy JourRNAL, is 
now on terminal leave pending retirement 
31 May. Miss Blanchfield is acting super 
intendent and will become superintendent 
on 1 June, with relative rank of colone. 

The new Superintendent was born 1 
April 1884, at Shepherdstown, W. Va. 
and attended public schools there. She 
was graduated from the school of nurs 
ing at the South Side Hospital, Pitt® 
burgh, Pa., on 31 May 1906, later taking 
a post graduate course at Johns Hopkins 
Hospital, Baltimore, Md., and for more 
than 10 years practiced her profession in 
civil life. On 5 April 1917, the day before 
the United States entered the World Wat, 
Miss Blanchfield applied for appointment 
in the Nurse Corps, being appointed on 
21 July of that year. 

On 17 Sept. 1917, Nurse Blanchfield 
sailed for France with Base Hospital N°. 
27, and for more than 18 months served 
overseas with that organization and other 
units of the Medical Corps. After the wat 
she was detailed on a series of nursing 
duties which included two assignments 
in the Philippine Islands and one in 
China.

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Army Nurse Corps 


A proposal to assign Army nurses to 
each of the local offices of the Army’s 
officer procurement service is now being 
studied by the War Department. Details 
of the plan were discussed last Friday, 
12 Feb., at a meeting in Chicago of offi- 
cers of the officer procurement service. 
Representing the Army Nurse Corps at 
the conference was 1st Lt. Kathleen Atto. 
The Army Medical Department and the 
American Red Cross also were repre- 
sented. 

Some time ago the American Red Cross, 
which is the primary agency for recruit- 
ment of Army nurses, suggested that a 
nurse be assigned to the headquarters 
city of each service command to assist 
local Red Cross officials in procurement 
matters. The new proposal goes even fur- 
ther than this request, for a total of 38 
nurses will be assigned to the offices of 
the officer procurement service. This will 
place a nurse in each of 38 key cities. 

In each field office desk space will be 
assigned to the nurse or nurses, who, how- 
ever, will spend only part of their time 
there, devoting a large proportion of their 
work to visits to local Red Cross officials. 
The nurses also will interview applicants, 
evaluate their aptitude for the service, 
and be available for speaking and radio 
engagements. 

The new plan does not disturb the pres- 
ent system of procuring Army nurses. The 
American Red Cross, through its local 
chapters and national headquarters, will 
continue to obtain nurses for the Army, 
but instead of dealing with Washington 
in all matters, local officials of the Red 
Cross will have the assistance of members 
of the Army Nurse Corps with authority 
to handle various recruitment matters. 

In cooperation, the Red Cross is to es- 
tablish a recruiting agency in each city 
of more than 25,000 population. 

The Nurse Corps is opening a drive to 
recruit to a total strength of 30,000 nurses, 
and hopes to obtain the additional nurses 
at a rate of 2,500 a month. 

Ist Lt. Laura M. Jamison, who reported 
in the Nurses Division, Office of the Sur- 
geon General, on 16 Dec. 1942, for a spe- 
cial assignment, has been ordered to duty 
at Ft. Benning, Ga. 





Issuance of Field Rations 

New instructions, designed to reduce 
wastage of food as much as possible, have 
been issued by the War Department to 
govern the issuance of field rations, 

The new basis of issue became effective 
1 Feb. 

Two principal changes over previous in- 
structions are embodied in the new 
method—rations are to be requisitioned 
on the basis of the number of persons who 
are expected to be present to consume 
them rather than on the basis of morning 
report strength, and the sales and field 
commissaries are consolidated into a 
single installation, the money value of the 
field rations issued being carried as a 
Single credit item in the sales account. 





Praise Gen. Eisenhower 


Praise for General Eisenhower in his 
new command came this week from Ad- 
miral Sir Andrew Browne Cunningham, 
Allied Mediterranean Naval forces com- 
mander, who stated the American gen- 
eral has “welded together some of the 
most diverse ideas in the world into one 
very happy family ... I know of very 
few men who could have done that and 
it holds great promise for the future. I 
am indeed proud to be under him.” 

At the same time Admiral Cunningham 
stated that American and British ship- 
ping losses have been less than 2 per cent 
in bringing 780 ships totalling over six 
million tons to North Africa since the 
Allied occupation began. 


Follows Gen. Pershing’s Policy 

Following the precedent set in World 
War I, by General John J. Pershing, of 
maintaining American units as such wher- 
ever possible, General Eisenhower this 
week announced it as part of his policy 
“to regroup American forces in Tunisia 
in units at least as large as divisions.” 

He explained that during the first 
drives on African keypoints, American 
units were used wherever most needed, 
but that the intention is to establish and 








bring the American divisions together 
again. 





Pay of Army Divers 


The Senate this week passed 8S. 427, 
which provides additional pay for Army 
personnel assigned to diving duty. Under 
the bill the Secretary of War would pre- 
scribe the rate of pay by specified regu- 
lations. 

The bill provides that the pay shall 
not be less than $5 per month nor more 
than $30 per month. The one exception 
to this rate of pay is that “officers and 
enlisted men employed as divers in actual 
salvage or repair operation in depths of 
over 90 feet, or of less than 90 feet” un- 
der “extraordinary hazardous conditions” 
shall receive in addition to the above 
amounts “the sum of $5 per hour for each 
hour or fraction thereof so employed.” 

The Army will utilize diving personnel 
in harbor rehabilitation, underwater de- 
molitions and construction, in salvaging 
practice torpedoes, aircraft that have 
crashed, and recovery of amphibious 
equipment. As torpedoes cost $10,500 and 
faulty mechanism sometimes results in 
their sinking after release from aircraft, 
their recovery is desirable. 





African Reverses “Not 
Unexpected” 

The current reverses which U. 8. forces 
are meeting in Tunisia came as “a not 
unexpected development” to U. 8. strate- 
gists, according to the Secretary of War 
who, at his press conference 18 Feb. 
pointed out that with the British 8th 
Army occupied with problems of supply 
and with the attack of the Mareth Line, 
and its Ist Army “mud-bound,” Rommel 
was permitted to concentrate his men 
against American units. 

“Four days of heavy fighting ensued,” 
according to the Secretary, who stated 
fighting is continuing, and that the Ger- 
man advance has been slow. It is not 
yet apparent, he said, that the present 
Tunisian engagement is the beginning of 
a major Axis offensive in North Africa. 
He characterized the reverse as a “seri- 
ous, local setback” in Tunisia. “This 
should not be minimized,” said the Sec- 
retary, “but still less should it be exag- 
gerated.” 





Bombardier-Navigators 


A new training program calling for 
combination bombardier-navigators in the 
Army Air Forces was announced by the 
War Department this week. 

The program, designed to enable one 
officer to relieve the other either as bom- 
bardier or navigator in order to lessen 
fatigue or in case of injury, provides for 
full training courses at both bombardier 
and navigator schools, as well as 5 weeks’ 
training in aerial gunnery. No new schools 
or training courses will be established 
under the plan, which, when it is in full 
operation, will result in the training only 
of combination bombardier-navigators, 
except for a small percentage of navi- 
gators who will be trained especially for 
the Air Transport Command, 


“Enduring Peace” Must be Goal 

Peace made, when victory at last is 
won, must be a peace that will endure, 
Lt. Gen. J. G. Harbord, Chairman of the 
Board of Radio Corporation of America, 
said at a dinner in his honor, held 17 
Feb. at the Union League Club. He de- 
clared that it must be made impossible 
for war-seeking leaders in Germany or 
her satellite countries to make war again. 

“To attain the fullest measure of the 
enrichment of our daily lives offered by 
scientific and industrial progress, our first 
thought should be that the peace we make 
when victory at last is won, shall be a 
peace that will endure,” said General 
Harbord. “By that I mean, specifically, 
that it must be made impossible for war- 
seeking leaders in Germany or her satel- 
lite countries to make war again.” 


Gen. Parks gets New Post 

Col. James G. Christiansen has been 
appointed Chief of Staff of the Army 
Ground Forces, succeeding Brig. Gen. 
Floyd L. Parks, according to a War De- 
partment announcement. 

Col. William L. Mitchell, former Sec- 
retary of the General Staff, will succeed 











Colonel Christiansen as Deputy Chief of 
Staff, and Lt. Col. Louis W. Truman will 
succeed Colonel Mitchell. General Parks’ 
new assignment was not disclosed. 


Rule on Married Nurses 

Army nurses no longer will be trans- 
ferred from a station solely because they 
are married to personnel serving at the 
same station, according to a recent change 
in War Department regulations. 

Rescinding such provisions of regula- 
tions affecting military service of mem- 
bers of the Army Nurse Corps, the War 
Department holds that nurses will be 
assigned to duty as the needs of the ser- 
vice require, without reference to marital 
status. The marriage of a nurse to a 
member of the armed forces will not be 
allowed to effect an advantage or a dis- 
advantage in her assignment to duty, nor 
will it be allowed to preclude the pro- 
visions normally allowed to such person. 





Expects Heavier Casualties 


Warning again that we must expect 
heavier casualties in the future among 
our Armed forces, the Secretary of War 
on 18 Feb. revealed that our losses to 
date, exclusive of the present fighting in 
Tunisia, have been 3,533 killed, 6,509 
wounded, 25,864 missing, many of whom 
are in the Philippines and probably even- 
tually will be located as prisoners of war, 
and 6,132 prisoners of war.

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War Department Commended 


Ih an interim report issued by the 
se Military Committee through its 
chairman, Representative May, of Ky., 
the War Department is highly com- 
mended for the “good business” revealed 
in leasing or purchasing hotel and other 
properties for barracks and hospital pur- 
poses. The report reveals that 475 hotels 
have been leased for these purposes; 8 
have been purchased for conversion to 
hospitals; three extensive school proper- 
ties have been purchased for hospital and 
training purposes. 

In unequivocal terms the report em- 
phasizes that great economy has been ef- 
fected by the War Department in leasing 
some and purchasing the others. It has 
made large economies by saving critical 
materials that otherwise would have 
been needed for barracks, sch and 
hospitals; time has been saved by leas- 
ing so that waiting for barracks to be 
erected for trainees has not been neces- 
sary substantial savings have been ef- 
fected through leasing instead of paying 
for the building of cantonments. Repair 
and transformation of existing properties 
has saved large amounts of money. 

The committee admits it has been criti- 
cal of some of the work of the War De- 
partment but says that in the matter of 
real-estate dealings for barracks, schools 
and hospitals it deserves “high com- 
mendation.” Purchase prices have in- 
variably been lower than assessed valua- 
tions according to figures released.

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Rates of Postage to A.P.O.’s 


Two amendments to the circular (No. 
381, 1942) prescribing the rate of postage 
to and from military and civilian person- 
nel served by A.P.O.’s outside continental 
United States have been announced by 
the War Department. 

Paragraph 2 of the original circular 
has been rescinded and the following sub- 
stituted : 

2. Parcel post. (a) Parcels of fourth-class 
matter addressed to the personnel of the 
armed forces of the United States stationed 
at leased bases or on naval vessels or other 
places outside the continental United States 
where the domestic mail service may be in 
operation, as well as that addressed to per- 
sonnel of the armed forces of our allies serv- 
ing under the command of the United States 
Army or Navy at the named places, will be 
chargeable with postage at the fourth-class 
zone rate applicable between the post office 
where mailed and the post office at the port 
from which the parcels are transported by 
ship, regardless of whether the parcels are 
addressed in care of the postmaster at New 
York, San Francisco, or the post office at 
some other port, 

(b) The foregoing applies only to parcels 
sent to the personnel of the armed forces of 
the United States and personnel of the armed 
forces of our allies serving under the com- 
mand of the United States Army or Navy 
stationed at places outside the continental 
United States where the domestic mail ser- 
vice is in operation. In order that parcels 
sent to such forces may be recognized as en- 
titled to the rate of postage herein referred 
to, the parcels must show in the address the 
grade of the member of the armed forces and 
the military or naval unit to which he is 
assigned, 

(c) With regard to weight and size and 
other restrictions on parcels addressed to 
members of the armed forces, attention is 
directed to section I, Circular No. 19, War 
Department, 1943. 


The following paragraph 
added : 


3. The Post Office Department has stated 
that paragraph 3%, section 511, Postal Laws 
and Regulations of 1940, as quoted in para- 
graph 1, is construed to include the armed 
forces of our allies who are under the com- 
mand of the United States Army or Navy and 
receives their mail overseas through United 
States Army or Navy post offices, as eligible 
to the rate of 6 cents for each half ounce or 
fraction thereof on air mail matter sent to or 
by such forces. This rate applies only to air 
mail sent to or by such armed forces when 
deposited at any place where the United 
States mail service is in operation, addressed 
to any other place where the United States 
mail service is in operation. This does not 
affect the present air mail rate to and from 
Alaska.

Army Postal School 


Approximately 175 men, drawn from re- 
placement training centers, will begin 
classes 6 March in the Army’s new sehool 
to train enlisted men in postal duties, ac- 
cording to a War Department announce- 
ment, 

The school, to be activated at West 
Chester State Teachers College, West 
Chester, Pa., is the first such regularly 
established school, and will train its stu- 
dents in a six weeks’ postal duties.course. 
Civilian postal experience will be the 
primary basis for selection. Graduates of 
the school will handle the Army’s mail 
service in theaters of operation, base post 
offices, postal regulating sections, and 
other installations. 





Disposition of Effects 


To clarify the steps to be taken in dis- 
posing of the property of personnel, in- 
cluding civilians under military law, who 
are “missing” or “missing in action” out- 
side continental United States, the War 
Department has ordered the immediate 
commanding officer to secure the effects 
of any person declared missing and to 
make an inventory in triplicate of them.

Shift Army Vice Control 


The basic responsibility for initiating 
use of the May Act to control prostitution 
near Army installations has been shifted 
by the War Department from the local 
commander to the commanding general 
of the service command. 

Old orders based on the May Act, is- 
sued 16 Aug. 1941 as War Department 
Circular No. 170, state: 

“The commanding officer of each post, 
camp, or station ig basically responsible for 
determining if and when prostitution in areas 
adjacent to the military reservation adversely 
affects the efficiency, health, and welfare of 
the personnel of the post, camp, or station. 
Initially he will enlist the efforts of the local 
civil authorities to remove such prostitution 
conditions.” 

The new orders on the same subject 
read as follows: 

“The commanding general of the service 
command is basically responsible for deter- 
mining if and when prostitution in areas ad- 
jacent to the military reservations in his ser- 
vice command adversely affects the efficiency, 
health, and welfare of the persunnel of the 
posts, camps, or stations. Initially he will en- 
list the efforts of the locai civil authorities, 
in cooperation with the commanders of the 
posts, camps, or stations concerned, to re- 
move such prostitution conditions.” 

Both the old and the new orders then 
provide that, if local cooperative meas- 
ures are not effective, the local command- 
er will write to the service command for 
a special survey. This survey will be made 
by the Defense Regional Coordinator of 
the Federal Security Agency and a report 
sent to the commanding general of the 
service command. Formerly, that officer 
referred the FSA report back to the local 
commander who again consulted with 
local authorities, informing them that if 
conditions are not corrected, a recom- 
mendation will be made to the Secretary 
of War to delimit areas for military con- 
trol of vice. The same procedure is pre- 
scribed in the new orders, except that 
the commander of the service command 
“directs” the local commander to take up 
the report with the local authorities. 

Under the old orders, if the local au- 
thorities still failed to control vice, the 
local commander would send his recom- 
mendations through channels. The re- 
vised procedure states that the service 
command commander wil] initiate the 
recommendation that specific areas be de- 
limited. 


Use of -Civilian Dentists 


The War Department has warned local 
units that a number of vouchers for treat- 
ment of military personnel by civilian 
dentists are being received by the War 
Department but are not approved by ac- 
counting officials of the government. 

It was pointed out that some com- 
manding officers have directed members 
of their command to obtain treatment 
from civilian dentists which was not 
essential to enable them to perform their 
military duties. 

It is not physically possible to-correct 
all dental defects of personnel before their 
departure for overseas service, the de- 
partment reminded. Dental defects re- 
quiring immediate attention and, as far 
as practicable, defects which will require 
attention in the near future should be 
corrected before personnel are sent to 
staging areas or ports of embarkation. In 
all cases where civilian dentists are em- 
ployed as an expedient, prior authority 
will be obtained under the provisions of 
paragraph 50(1) of AR 40-510. Use of 
civilian dentists is authorized only in ex- 
ceptional cases. 








Army Map Service 


The War Department has announced 
that the Army Map Service is the first 
War Department agency in the Washing- 
ton area to fly the Treasury Department's 
Minute Man flag, issued to all organiza- 
tions whose personnel participate fully 
in the 10 per cent War Bond Program. 
On 5 Jan. 1943, the Army Map Service 
also won the joint Army-Navy Produc- 
tion award.

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Anti-Submarine Problem 


Vice Adm, Adolphus Andrews, USN, 
speaking before the New York USNR 
Midshipmen’s School graduation exer- 
cises 17 Feb., stated that the most serious 
problem we are confronting today is that 
of submarine warfare, and stressed the 
need for building escort vessels not only 
for convoy duty, but also to take “ag- 
gressive action.” 

Stating that Germany is placing sub- 
marines in commission at the rate of 
about 20 a month, Admiral Andrews esti- 
mated there are now over 100 submarines 
active in the Atlantic, “Some of you gen- 
tlemen,” he said, addressing the class, 
“will probably be assigned to escort ships 
and to patrol ships to fight this stealthy 
weapon. As Commander of the Eastern 
Sea Frontier, I can assure you that every 
ounce of energy, initiative and imagina- 
tion is being used now to combat this 
menace,” 

“We must,” said Admiral Andrews, 
“have sufficient ships... to take the offen- 
sive, to hunt out these submarines, and, 
with unceasing attacks by killer groups, 
to dog them vigorously, relentlessly and 
ruthlessly with every ship and every 
plane that can be brought into action un- 
til these enemy submarines are de- 
stroyed.”

“Do’s” and “Don'ts” on Jap 
Fighting 

(The following story was written by Sgt. Samuel 
Shoffer, @ Marine Corps Combat Correspondent.) 

A South Pacific Base, (Delayed)— 
“Sweat now will save blood later.” 

Under this injunction from their com- 
manding officer, the Marines in this area 
are toughening their muscles for jungle 
warfare and sharpening their wits for 
maximum combat efliciency. Physical con- 
ditioning and night operations are em- 
phasized, with 2U-mile hikes in the dark 
to accustom the Marines to operations in 
the gloom the Japs prefer for their offen- 
sives and infiltrations. Such hikes are sil- 
ent, officers give their orders in whispers, 
smoking is prohibited. 

The Jap’s bag of tricks in jungle fight- 
ing, opened for inspection by the intelli- 
gence sections of Marine units which en- 
gaged the enemy in the Solomons, has 
been turned inside out, and the Marines 
are more certain than ever that Ameri- 
can fighting men can and have outfought 
their wily Japanese enemies. 

Among the “doy’ts” dinned into the 
Marines by their olflicers are these com- 
mandments: 

Don’t get chummy with strangers in dark 
places just because they speak English; lots 
of Japs went to American schools, Keep 
silent if you're uncertain; let your new friend 
talk himself to death. 

Don’t run out to pick up leaflets a Jap 
drops from his plane, The English is terrible 
and, besides, he’s probably coming right back 
to shoot the place up. 

Don’t try to start a hock-shop in the jungle 
by picking up Jap watches, fountain pens, 
flashlights, and other trinkets that may have 
mines or “booby traps” attached. You don’t 
care what time it is, you’re mostly too busy 
to write, and you're safer in the dark, 

Don’t walk up whistling when you kill a 
dozen Japs with that first grenade. Japs like 
to play dead so they ean sock you when your 
back’s turned. 

Don’t get careless when you're out walking 
at night. You think it’s “Mac” alongside you, 
but it may be Hirohito. 

The Marines do not underestimate the 
Jap, nor doubt their ability to match him 
trick for trick and defeat him. Their at- 
titude is well illustrated by paragraphs 
from the pamphlet on jungle warfare 
which is read to every man in training 
for the South Pacific fighting: 

“The Jap jungle soldier has proved himself 
to be a thoroughly competent and effective 
enemy. His tactics and equipment are de- 
signed for use in that most difficult of ter- 
rain, the jungle, He knows the jungle and 
knows how to use it to the best advantage. 
He is a ruthless and often fanatic foe. He 
gives no quarter and expects none, He would 
rather die than surrender, We must not make 
the mistake of underestimating him. 

“That is fatal... but he can be beaten and 
has been beaten by men determined to win.” 





Rename Navy Vessels 


The Navy Department has recom- 
mended against enactment of a bill which 
would prohibit the naming of any Navy 
vessel after a ship which was lost on or 
after 7 Dec. 1941, 

ae on the bill, H.R. 136, in- 
troduced by Representative Cole, N, Y., 
the Navy stated that using names of ves- 
sels that are casualties will be beneficial 
in effect on morale in shipbuilding plants 
and will therefore speed production. 

The Navy stated that to change the 
names will mean added work and an ex- 
pense of approximately $1,000,000; that 
it will eall for changes in plans, project 
orders, name plates, and instructions; 
there will have to be re-stenciling of am- 
munition boxes and first aid kits ; changes 
in records of field offices and bureaus and 
in all necessary correspondence; and it 
would lead to disturbances throughout 
the naval service while being made, and 
no’ beneficial effect upon the personnel 
aboard ships would be expected. 

Mr. Cole has pointed out that many of 
the vessels renamed for lost ships had 
reached substantial stages of completion. 
Therefore, the same arguments advanced 
above against a second renaming apply 
with equal force to a first renaming. 
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Navy Classifies Officers 

The manpower shortage and developing 
needs for highly specialized personnel 
have resulted in the adoption by the Navy 
Department of an expanded system of 
classifying its officers. 

The thousands of reserve officers who 
have been called to active duty have 
brought with them qualifications and 
skills representing almost every known 
industry and profession. In order that 
this talent may be utilized by the Navy 
to the fullest extent, the Department is 
indexing detailed information concerning 
every qualification of officers. All officers 
of and under the rank of Commander have 
been asked to list all special skills. 

With the adoption of this classification 
system, which is expected to be in full 
operation within 60 days, the Navy will 
be able to spot almost immediately the 
best qualified officer for any specialized 
duty. Not only will the talents of Naval 
personnel be used to best advantage in 
this manner, but the demands of the Navy 
on civilian specialists will be eased to 
some extent.

Marine Rank Bill 


In a letter to the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, the Navy has disapproved the 
rank of general for the Commandant of 
the Marine Corps and the promotion to 
lieutenant general of other Marine olli- 
cers. ‘The Commandant of the Marine 
Corps now holds the rank of lieutenant 
general. 

Secretary Knox gives as his reason for 
recommending ugainst the enactment of 
H.R. 60 that the creation of the rank of 
general would lead to inequality as be- 
tween the Commandant of the Marine 
Corps and the Vice Chief of Naval Up- 
erations and the chiefs of the bureaus of 
the Navy Vepartmeut whose ranks are 
vice admiral and rear admirals respec- 
tively, while the scope of their duties are 
relatively the same. 





Grant Naval Easements 


S. 301, introduced by Senator Walsh, 
Mass., was passed by the Senate on 10 
eb. It authorizes the Secretary of the 
Navy to grant easements over Naval 
reservations for gas, water, electric, tele- 
phone, telegraph, power and sewer pipe 
lines, and roads and highways. 

The Secretary of War has had such 
authority but must obtain consent for 
each easement through specific acts of 
Congress.

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HE best epitaph for the sunken Chicago and the unnamed destroyer, and the 

crashed aircraft that collaborated with them, and for their gallant officers and 
men, is that they went down fighting. We do not minimize their loss, but we find com- 
fort in the damage they inflicted upon our enemy. Aggressiveness plus luck brought 
about the destruction of our craft, the former displayed in reckless driving home 
of the Japanese attack to inflict the wound which slowed the ships down, and then 
the follow up for the kill, the latter perhaps due to the failure of the vessels to re- 
spond quickly to their helms in the effort to avoid the torpedoes. We shall not know 
the facts until Admiral Halsey has transmitted the report of the Court of Inquiry, 
which always investigates losses. And while the Nation mourns the Chicago, the de- 
stroyer and the planes that have joined their sisterships that had suffered a like fate, 
we must accept their removal from the Navy List as an inevitable consequence of 
war. Admiral King, Commander-in-Chief of the Navy, has made no secret of his be- 
lief that we will suffer casualties; it is the inevitable concomitant of offense. More- 
over, in his trenchant article in the Army AND Navy JourNaw’s “United States 
at War,” he pointed out that no matter how hard we try to make realistic 
our peace-time training “the best way to learn how to fight is by fighting.” 
The Navy has learned, is learning every minute, and it will learn from the latest 
disasters. The knowledge thus acquired will mean demonstration of greater effec- 
tiveness. When we were violently thrust into the war at Pearl Harbor, we were 
compelled to instant action in a multitude of fields. As Admiral King noted in the 
article to which we refer, the Navy had to protect our coastwise sea lanes against 
the incursion of Axis and Japanese submarines; to maintain the flow of munitions 
and food to Britain and Russia and to our own outlying bases; to hold out against 
a superior Japanese force in the Far East as long as possible and then to fight a de- 
faying action, thereby making the advance of that force an expensive business; to 
conduct damaging raids upon our enemy, and to do all these things without unduly 
reducing our strength at key positions. To the undying credit of the Navy, these 
arduous and complex tasks were accomplished; and having in the battles at Coral 
Sea and at Midway retrieved the balance of power in the Pacific, we lost no time in 
inaugurating the offensive in the Solomons. That operation has proved far more 
costly to the Japanese than to us, and we have the further and great advantage that 
Japan cannot replace as rapidly as we, nor can she increase her power as we are 
doing. So while we are grieved at the loss of the Chicago and the unnamed destroyer 
and the planes that fought with them, let us remember they nobly did their part 
in reducing the strength of the Japanese, and bringing it to the point where our 
superior forces will smash them wherever they may be. 


URELY the temporary set-back we have received in North Africa will end Con- 
gressional consideration of proposals to use our troops on farm and coal mining 
work, All the reports about the operations in which we are engaged in the Southwest 
Pacific and Tunisia confirm the policy of Generals Marshall and McNair to train our 
men for the one job for which they were inducted—the destruction of the enemy 
wherever he may be met. We realize that food and coal are weapons of war, and 
that our own needs, military and civilian, as well as those of the other United Na- 
tions which we are required to supply, must be met. But of far greater importance is 
the development of a hard and tough Army, instructed, drilled and manoeuvred to 
the point where automatically it will obey orders on the field of battle. Press dis- 
patches from Guadalcanal and North Africa—and this is true also of the Navy and 
the Air—emphasize that actual conflict is the final teacher of successful operations. 
However, the lessons given by it cannot be quickly absorbed unless there be pre- 
‘liminary training under simulated war conditions. Therefore, to divert officers and 
men from such training and use them on the farms or in the mines is to lessen their 
capacity to serve as an Army. Not only would their manner of thought be changed 
and the lessons of war taught them blurred, but there would be resentment at em- 
ployment as farm hands or miners, which would be injurious to morale. The total 
effect would be damaging to efficiency, and, also important, would prevent the soldier 
from acquiring that last bit of instruction so necessary for the preservation of his 
life. There is a vast reservoir of man power—the proposed proportion of soldiers, 
sailors and airmen is 1 to 13 civilians—which with proper distribution and with the 
use of Mexican labor can take care of our agriculture, mine, industry, transportation 
and other services. In order that this distribution may be fair and equitable, it is 
imperative that Congress, instead of suggesting the use of troops for farm and other 
labor, enact the Wadsworth-Austin bill providing for universal service. Let that meas- 
ure be passed at once so that the troops and Fleets can be retained for training toward

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Fereign Affairs—There are many optimistic prospects arising from the marvelous 
resurgence of the Red Army, which we have taken pleasure in congratulating on its 
26th anniversary. If its advance be not halted at the new line the German General 
Staff has determined upon, increased disorders may be expected in the occupied 
countries, and thus the way will be made easier for the several invasions of the con- 
tinent which the President promised in his speech at the dinner of the White House 
Correspondents last week, and which were implicit in the words of Prime Minister 
Churchill to the House of Commons that the defeat of Germany has first priority. 
If compelled to use every man and every machine to prevent the Russians from enter- 
ing Germany, and to resist Anglo-American Armies, a new campaign to regain the 
initiative, such as Hitler contemplated toward the Near East, could not be safely at- 
tempted. In such case, the Reich would be definitely upon the defensive, the spirit of 
revolt would grow in the conquered lands—German newspapers admit, for example, 
that France cannot be Nazified—and Finland, Italy and Japan would be forced to 
give greater consideration to their own special positions. There have been some 
changes in the Finnish Ministry, particularly that of the office of Foreign Affairs, since 
the latest presidential election, and the Helsinki government is reiterating that its 
only reason for prosecuting the war is to preserve the national security. Mr. Elmer 
Davis, Director of the Office of War Information, reports the issuance of peace feelers 
from Italy. Faced with the concentration of power of the United States and Great 
Britain against her, Japan is working frantically to develop for armament purposes 
the resources of the territories she has occupied, her intention being to prolong the war 
in the hope that the American and British peoples will tire, and be willing to accept 
a negotiated peace. 

Encouraging too, is the attitude of the important neutrals, Turkey and Spain. 
As & result of the conference of Prime Minister Churchill with the President and 
Premier of the former nation, the United States and Britain are supplying it with 
munitions, an indication of the friendly policy it will hereafter observe, and which 
will be expressed in determined resistance to the passage of a German Army through 
its territory and waters en route to Syria. There have been numerous conversations 
with Spain, the latest being conducted by Archbishop Spillman of New York, and they 
confirm the assurances of General Franco that that nation will not intervene in the war. 
Then despite apparently irreconcilable differences between French factions, power- 
ful units of the French Fleet are in operations against the Axis or are being repaired 
in our ports for such service, amongst them the battleship Richelieu, the cruiser Mont- 
calm, and two destroyers, with others to come, In North Africa, Giraud and Free 
French troops are fighting alongside the American and British Armies. 

No one believes that Germany by any means has shot her bolt, or that her un- 
conditional surrender is by any means imminent. Any one who holds such a thought 
will be rudely disillusioned by the greater resistance she may be expected to offer in 
Russia, as well as by the fighting spirit her troops are displaying in North Africa. 
But in this world of realism where each people is considering what is best for its own 
interest, there is the practical fact that the Axis and Japan have passed the peak of 
their power, as evidenced by the conquest of Cyrenaica and Tripolitania, the penning 
up of the German-Italian Armies in the Tunisian Triangle, which they have at our 
expense, temporarily enlarged, the retreats in Russia, and the defeats suffered 
by the Japanese in the Southwest Pacific; and by the further fact of the grow- 
ing strength of the United Nations which these events have demonstrated. There 
is also the morale of the battling nations pressing for consideration, Germany 
in mourning for her defeats, Italy jittery as a result of her African losses and the 
bombing raids she is daily and nightly experiencing, and Japan realizing that the 
deadly toll of attrition is working against her. On the other hand we find the Rus- 
sians flushed with triumph and convinced of their ability to beat the enemy, the 
United States and Britain encouraged by increasing armies and mounting production 
and their ability to transport 500,000 men with practically no losses to North Africa, 
and China reenforced in her determination to continue the struggle by the promises 
of immediate assistance made by the President and Mr. Churchill through General 
Arnold and Marshal Dill, who were at Chung King, and to Mme, Chiang-Kai-Shek, who 
is the honored guest of the President and the Congress, In the course of her speech 
to the Congress, Mme. Chiang-Kai-Shek paid an eloquent tribute to American fight- 
ing men whom she encountered on her journey to the United States. She spoke of 
the dreary drabness of the lives of those in remote stations, of the arduous duty of 
our fliers in the air hundreds of hours in fruitless quest of enemy submarines, of the 
stoic endurance of homesickness which our troops are displaying, and of the glar- 
ing dryness and scorching heat they suffer, and she emphasized they could not live 
indefinitely on canned foods without feeling the effects. She spoke of our men as in- 
spired by high patriotism, and declared it was the responsibility of our people to 
lighten their tedium and build up their morale. She pointed out that Japan is in- 
creasing her strength from the resources of the occupied areas, and that each pass- 
ing day takes more toll in lives both of Americans and Chinese, She ridiculed the 
notion that the Japanese are Nietzschean superior men, and found in their defeats 
by the Navy at Midway and in the Coral Sea—steps, she said, in the right direction 
—and at Guadalcanal, attestation of the fact that they could be beaten. Diplomati- 
cally yet clearly to everyone who heard her, she plead that the Far East be not sub- 
ordinated to Germany and Italy in battle plans thereby expressing anew the demand 
for equality of treatment from the United States and Britain. 

An analysis of the speeches the President and Mr. Churchill made last week 
reveals first of all the unity prevailing between the United States and Great Britain 
and which was expressed in decisions of Casablanca. The President squarely sup- 
ported the conduct of General Eisenhower: “I know what a fine, tough job he has 
done.” It was Churchill who proposed Eisenhower for the responsible position of Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and he lauded that officer for his talents. As to the difficulties arising 
from the friction between the French factions, Mr, Churchill merely referred to the 
concern of some people about the records of various French functionaries, “whom the 
Americans have deemed it expedient to employ,” a transfer of responsibility to our 
shoulders which doubtless helped the Prime Minister at home. However, the great 
interest of the President and Churchill was and is the safety of our Armies and success 
in their operations. There was an explicit agreement upon the territory dividing the 
American and British commands, the line being the Tripolitanian-Tunisian frontier ; 
but General Montgomery’s troops crossing it into Tunisia will pass automatically under 
General Hisenhower’s control. The Deputy Commander-in-Chief will be General Alex- 
ander, who is the superior of General Montgomery, and the officer in command of all 
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air forces will be Air Vice Marshal Tedder, entitled by Churchill as “supreme gi It

Army Air Forees—Citation of the United States Army Air Forces 11th Bombardment 
Group in the South Pacific Area for outstanding performance of duty in action 
against Japanese forces was announced this week by the War Department. 

The citation: “The 11th Bombardment Group (H), United States Army Air 
forces in the South Pacific, is cited for outstanding performance of duty in action 
during the period 31 July to 30 November 1942. Opposing the full force of the 
qumercially superior Japanese with all available aircraft, the 11th Bombardment 
Group participated continually in attacking the enemy in his efforts to obtain a 
stronger foothold on strategic territories. Heavy damage was inflicted on Japanese 
airfields, storage and supply areas, seaplane bases, docks, troop positions and other 
installations. In addition, the action by this group resulted in the sinking of four 
eemy ships, the damaging of fifteen and the probable damaging of nine others. 
Throughout its operations, the group was faced with extremely difficult problems of 
logistics, airdrome improvement, and the necessity for long, hazardous over-water 
fights to reach enemy objectives, which frequently were located at extreme flying 
rmnge of its bombardment airplanes. The superior courage and devotion to duty 
shown by combat crews and ground units of this bombardment group is in the high- 
et traditions of the United States Army and will always be worthy of emulation.” 

This award entitles the group to have a streamer for its colors and flag as well 
asa silver band for its guidon. After an organization is cited twice, its members wear 
adecoration of a blue ribbon in a gold colored metal frame of laurel leaves. This 
isworn by officers and enlisted men if they were members in either or both actions for 
which the organization is cited. Members with the organization who were not 
attached during either occasion of citation may wear the decoration only so long 
asthey are a member of the organization.

Young and Col. O. L. Nelson, visited the Army Air Forces School of Applied Tactics, 
Orlando, Fla., on 10 February, 1943. 

The quality of Japanese fighter pilots and their airplanes under combat condi- 
tions has been reported to the War Department by Major Edward Rector, AC, who 
recently returned to this country from the China Air Task Force. 

The Japanese combat pilot is a mixture of sagacity and child-like gullibility, of 
deverness and almost incredible carelessness, in the opinion of Major Rector, who 
fought the Japanese as a fighter pilot in both the American Volunteer Group and the 
Army Air Forces, and is credited with 12 combat victories. 

On one occasion the Amerians received radio warning that 12 Japanese fighters 
were on the way to attack the American air base. Ten American fighters went up 
to make interception. They formed at high altitude and waited until the Japanese 
dove to attack the airdrome. The Americans dove from their position of vantage, 
caught the Japanese apparently wholly by surprise, and shot down 10 of the 12 enemy 
fighters. 


Although the Japanese pilots carried parachutes, Major Rector never saw one 


of them used. He said that on one occasion he set a Japanese fighter plane ablaze. 


Flying over it, he saw a big fire in the cockpit, with the pilot still alive and in con- 
tol of the plane. The pilot put the plane into a steep dive, apparently intending to 
trash with it. The fire became too hot, however, and he bailed out at about 400 feet but 
made no effort to open his parachute. He was badly burned about the legs when his 
body was found. 

Major Rector paid tribute to the superior ruggedness of the American Warhawk 
(P-40) planes, adding to the testimony of other pilots that a Japanese Zero would 
disintegrate after receiving one good burst of American fire, while American planes 
faa be badly shot up and still return safely. 

Major Rector described a new Japanese two-engined, two-place fighter, the 1-45, 
which began to make its combat appearance prior to his return to the United States. 
This airplane is well armed, with a rear-gunner in addition to the customary fixed 
forward guns. Despite its heavier armament, it is no match for the P-40 Warhawk, 
which can turn inside it, outfly, outclimb and outdive it, the Major said. The Japanese 
have stripped some of these ships of all extra weight, including most of the guns, 
for reconnaissance purposes. 

Japanese guns and ammunition are definitely inferior to the American ordnance, 
both in fire power and quality, Major Rector said. Their guns are low velocity types, 
lacking in range and penetration. The use of inferior materials is becoming apparent 
In the newer Japanese aircraft, he said, resulting in reports that the flying time 

ween overhauls has been reduced more than half for the Japanese planes. 

Major Rector, who is 26 years old, was a squadron leader in the former Ameri- 
“n Volunteer Group and became a squadron commander in the China Air Task 
Foree after the American Volunteer Group was transferred into the United States 
*ervice on 4 July, 1942. Major Rector has received the Distinguished Flying Cross, 
the Silver Star, the British Distinguished Flying Cross and the Chinese 6th Order of 
the Cloud Banner and the following service ribbons: Asiatic Theater, American

Chemical Warfare Service—Colored smoke grenades, a new type of signal device, 
Ye been developed by the Army Chemical Warfare Service, Services of Supply. 
a“ device which serves to control and identify Army units, and has other uses, is 
ailable in all theaters of operation, 
Advantage of the grenades over signal pistols and rockets is that they are more 
"adily seen, as they throw off a dense smoke for 2 to 3 minutes, which hangs in a 





cloud. 

The grenades come in various brilliant colors, and in black. They can be set 
off on the ground or dropped from a plane to explode in the air, or, through a time 
fuse, after they have hit the earth. 

They lend themselves to numerous uses. For example, troops surrounded by the 
enemy can set off different colored grenades to indicate to observation planes that 
they need food, medicines or different types of ammunition. 

On the other hand, observation planes, hunting enemy concentrations can adjust 
time fuses and drop grenades on ground targets, thus not only pointing out locations 
to following bombers, but, through the color, the type of target. 

Or, again, a plane, sighting tanks of uncertain nationality, can challenge them 
by radio or by tossing out a grenade of a certain color. If friendly, the tanks there- 
upon reply by exploding grenades of a pre-arranged color. Orders governing move- 
ment of ground troops also can be issued through grenades of different color combi- 
nations dropped from planes. 


Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—The newly built U. 8. Naval Hospital at St.

The hospital was built on the site of the St. Albans Golf Club. It is manned by 
73 officers, 71 nurses and 317 members of the Navy Hospital Corps. Civilian employes, 
nearly all of whom live in the environs, total 235. The executive officer is Capt. 
Benjamin H. Adams, (MO), USN. Lt. Comdr. Anna G. Keating, (MC), USN, super- 
vises the nursing staff, 


Signal Corps—Maj. Gen. Dawson Olmstead, Chief Signal Officer of the Army, told 
graduating members of the seventh class, Signal Supply School, Lexington Signal 
Depot, Ky., on 13 Feb. that “the successful prosecution of this war will require a 
constant application of your training with all your energy and all your ability. 

“Wherever your orders may send you, you will find that at no time in all his- 
tory has the job been so important as today ... I know you will never let the Sig- 
nal Corps down. 

“Signal Corps soldiers,” General Olmstead told the newly commissioned Signal 
Corps officers, “since the organization of the Corps in 1863, have contributed largely 
to the winning of campaigns. The fate of crucial battles has often hinged on a single 
message reaching its destination on time. Today, with the speed of modern mech- 
anized warfare, it can readily be understood that messages must go through at an 
even swifter pace.” 

Kighty-one graduates of the Truck Driver’s Training Section of the Motor Trans- 
port Branch, Western Signal Corps Training Center, Camp Kohler, Calif., were pre- 
sented with diplomas last week by Brig. Gen. Stephen H. Sherrill, Commanding 
General, at a special ceremony which dedicated the Camp Kohler Motor Park. The 
Motor Park has been named the “Corporal Duffy Motor Park.” 

General Sherrill was accompanied by Col. R. W. McNamee, his executive officer. 
Maj. Jack Dunn, chief of the Motor Transport Branch, introduced General Sherrill.

The Army Signal Corps has established an Enlisted Reserve of technically 
trained women to be known as the WIRES—Women in Radio and Plectrical Service.

Schools, will be assigned to duty with the Signal Corps as members of the Women's 
Army Auxiliary Corps. 

According to the present plan which has been developed by the Signal Corps, 
the WAAC applicant for specialist Signal Corps training with the WIRES will be 
accepted only upon her ability to pass the examination for both the WIRES and 
the WAAC. In addition to passing the requirements for the Women's Army Auxillary 
Corps, a WIRES applicant must prove that she is capable of attaining the standards 
of the Signal Corps. 

The WIRES will be enrolled in Signal Corps classes as mechanic learners, junior 
repairmen trainees (radio and telephone), assistant technician trainees, shop repair 
workers, and in other courses which will be inaugurated as soon as the needs of the 
Signal Corps for women are known, 

At the time the WIRES enroll they are enlisted in the Women’s Army Auxillary 
Corps and are placed on an inactive duty status until their Signal Corps training 
is completed. They then are called to active duty as members of the WAAC, receive 
their basic military training, and because of their specialized training are assigned 
to Signal Corps duty, as a result of requisitions submitted to WAAC Headquarters 
by the Signal Corps. 

The original officers of the WIRES are Mrs. Stella Gunning, President ; Miss Ida 
Cruz, Vice President; and Miss Jean Havens, Secretary-Treasurer. 

The first group of Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps members to replace Signal 
Corps soldiers in non-combatant jobs arrived at the Central Signal Corps Training 
Center, Camp Crowder, Mo., early this month. The group consisted of three officers 
and fifty-seven auxiliaries. 

Coming from Ft. Des Moines, Iowa, the WAAC unit includes chief clerks, general 
clerks, postal clerks, cooks and bakers, and a company cadre. 

Brig. Gen. Charles M. Milliken, Commanding General of the Central Signal 
Corps Training Center, and other officers greeted them upon their arrival, Reporting 
to General Milliken were Second Officer Janice M. Hight, Company Commander, 
Third Officer Edith W. Harbor, Executive Officer, and Third Officer Elizabeth A. 
Miller, Mess and Supply Officer. 

Other officers at the train with General Milliken were Lt. Col. Alfred FE. Larabee, 
Chief of Staff of the Central Signal Corps Training Center; Lt, Col. Joseph A. Ware, 
Chief of the Personnel Division, CSCTC; Lt. Col. Ola BE. McKenzie, CSCRTC In- 
spector, and Lt. Col. Donald M. Shute, assistant executive officer of the Central Sig- 
nal Corps Replacement Training Center. 


Army Communications Board—The old Army Communication and Equipment Coordl- 
nation Agency has been reestablished as the Army Communications Board under the 
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Chief of Staff of the Army. Not to exceed five members from each of the three major 
commands—Army Ground Forces, Services of Supply and Army Air Forces—will 
compose the board. The Chief Signal officer will be president of the board ex officio 
and will appoint an executive officer and outline his duties. The Secretary of the 
War Department General Staff will provide the secretary of the board as well as any 
civilian assistance necessary. The Chief of Staff will appoint the AGF, SOS and AAF 
members of the board upon the recommendations of the three respective commanding 
generals. Members will be officers whose grade, service and qualifications make them 
suitable for the posts. 

The board will take such action as may be necessary to coordinate for the Army 
as a whole all communication matters, including communication methods, procedures, 
operations, and equipment—the latter including recommendations for the coordina- 
tion of research, development, procurement and allocation to meet operational needs. 

The Navy, the Marine Corps and approved friendly nations may appoint full-time 
liaison officers for duty with the board with the approval of the Chief of Staff in each 


instance. 


Army Nurse Corps—Citing as typical examples of the reaction of Army Nurses to 
assignment in North Africa such statements as it is a “challenge every day to keep 
men fit for field duty”, and “The nurse’s Nightingale Pledge of Service takes on new 
meaning, and has wider application,” the War Department on 16 February released 
the names of 29 members of the Army Nurse Corps who now are on duty in North 
Africa.

“North Africa: Reports from the fighting front in North Africa praise the per- 
formance of the new Howitzer Motor Carriage on the battle front. This vehicle has 
proved itself to be an unusually rugged and trustworthy tank destroyer as well as 
excellent mobile field artillery. It carries its own anti-aircraft protection from low- 
flying planes and makes an excellent companion vehicle for tank forces.” 

“Algiers: A cablegram from Algiers describes how nine enemy aircraft were 
destroyed by one Multiple Gun Motor Carriage. One aircraft was shot down with a 
burst of 200 caliber .50 and five 37 mm. rounds of ammunition while the gun motor 
carriage was still on a lighter, one while the weapon was still on a sea train. The 
message indicates that this weapon is very effective against low-level attack by 
planes, dive bombers and machine gun positions.” 





“Southwest Pacific: A report from the Southwest Pacific theater on performangs 
of small caliber automatic anti-aircraft weapons (40-mm., 20-mm., calibers .50 ang 
.30) states: Two occasions were observed when automatic weapons went into action, 
In one instance, three Japanese bombers tlew over the defended area at an alti. 
tude of about 5,000 feet. One aircraft was destroyed by automatic weapons’ fire, Op 
the other occasion, 18 Japanese aircraft flew over the defended area at an altitude 
of about 5,500 feet. Three planes were destroyed. Due to the extreme ranges of both 
engagements and the fact that several types of weapons are firing, it is not know) 
which weapons were responsible for securing the hits.” 

“Middle East: Maj. Gen. C. L. Scott, Commanding General of the Armored Forge 
Replacement Training Center, Fort Knox, has praised the performance of Americap 
material in the Middle East, where he was stationed as Senior Military Observer for 
the United States from March to July, 1942.” 


Farmer-Soldiers—News from London indicates that.the United States Army has 
appointed agricultural officers in all American camps to carry out a “grow your own 
food” program. Evidently the old company or regimental garden is back in favor be 
cause of the dearth of fresh vegetables. Soldiers are supplied with tools, fertilizers 


and seeds from the homeland. 


It is believed they will be able to grow all the fresh 


vegetables they need. In some places jeeps are used for plowing and tilling. 





The Conquest of Guadalcanal 

The first complete, chronological ac- 
count of the capture and consolidation of 
Guadalcanal in the Solomon Islands by 
United States land, sea and air forces 
was issued this week by the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

The campaign opened 7 August 1942 
when, in a surprise landing operation, 
protected by Navy guns and fliers, the 
Marines charged ashore on several is- 
lands in the Southeast Solomons. On the 
smaller islands, including Tulagi, Gavutu, 
and Tanambogo, strong opposition was 
encountered, but once this had been over- 
come, the eonquest proved complete and 
permanent, Guadalcanal, 90 miles long by 
30 miles wide and bearing the invalu- 
able prize of a large airfield built by the 
Japanese, became the major battlefield. 


The entire campaign, including all 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard forces, was under the unified 


direction of the admiral in command of 
the South Pacific. This post was held at 
the beginning of the campaign by Vice 
Admiral Robert L. Ghormley, USN, but 
he was relieved on 18 Oct. 1942, by Vice 
Adm. William F. Halsey, jr.. USN, who 
was later (18 Noy. 1942) elevated to the 
rank of Admiral. The command was ex- 
ercised under Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, 
USN, Commander in Chief of the Pacific 
Fleet. 

The Navy’s account of the campaign 
follows: 

The First Phase 

The Marines landed on Guadalcanal 7 Aug. 
on a strip of beach lying between the Tenaru 
and Ilu Rivers, some distance east of the 
nearly completed airfield which was their ob- 
jective. To cover the operation, guns and 
planes of the fleet concentrated fire on Japa- 
nese positions in the region of Lunga Point 
and the beach. 

So complete was the surprise and so effec- 
tive the Marines’ fire that the Japs fled pre- 
cipitately, abandoning supplies, equipment 
and installations virtually intact. The land- 
ing was without opposition, and the advance 
on the airfield encountered little. By sun- 
down 8 August the immediate objective had 
been accomplished. Tulagi, Gavutu and Tan- 
ambogo had fallen. The Japs on Guadalcanal 
had not been annihilated, but they had with- 
drawn into the rugged terrain of impenetrable 
jungle and ridges and 8000-foot mountains. 

Meanwhile, Japanese aircraft attacked our 
transports savagely on the afternoon of 7 
August and again the next day. On the night 
of 8-9 August a strong enemy surface force 
caught our intercepting force of heavy cruis- 
ers in the lee of Savo Island, off the north- 
west point of Guadalcanal. The USS Astoria, 
Quincy and Vincennes, and the Australian 
cruiser Canberra, were sunk, but the Japa- 
nese withdrew without attacking the main 
convoy which continued the unloading of sup- 
plies and sailed away the evening of 9 August. 

On shore the Marines, because of their 
limited numbers and the nature of the ter- 
rain, did not attempt to take over any large 
area, merely enough to protect the airfield. 
The defense area extended about six miles 
along the coast and roughly four miles inland. 

The east flank lay along the left bank of 
the Tenaru River. Southern defenses were 
anchored on Lunga Ridge, a crooked stretch 
of high ground that dominated the airfield. 
The western flank was covered by a system 
of outposts and strong points extending to- 
ward, but not to, the Matanikau River. 

Japanese resistance soon stiffened. There 
was sniping by day, sharp attacks on out- 
posts by night. Occasional small parties of 
the enemy were cornered and liquidated, but 





systematic mopping up proved impossible. 
Until sea and air support could be con- | 


solidated, the Marines were powerless to pre. 
vent the landing of fresh Jap troops. Wave 
of bombers blasted the airfield the Americans 
were laboring day and night to complete 
and enemy subs stole up at night to ghelj 
the position from the sea. 

During the second week of occupation, 
enemy activity made it evident that a major 
effort to recapture the airfield was in the 
offing. It was known that strong forces had 
landed to the east, at Tasimboki Bay. 

The first American planes—Capt. (now 
Major) John L. Smith's Fighting Squadron 
223—had arrived by this time, were warmly 
received, On the morning of 21 August, at 
2:30 the Japs struck in force along the lower 
Tenaru, 

In the Battle of the Tenaru it appears prob- 
able that Jap plans went awry. While one 
force feinted at Marine positions near the 
mouth of the Tenaru, a second column was 


to swing inland, ford the river, and come 
down on the defenders’ right flank. In the 
darkness, however, this flanking column 


seems to have mistaken the nearby Ilu for 
the Tenaru, changed direction too soon, and 
encountered the flank of its own force on 
the right bank. 

The attack thereupon developed into a 
powerful frontal assault against the Marines 
prepared line. The spearhead of the attack 
came across a low sand spit on the extreme 
flank of the lines. Machine guns and rifles 
piled up their dead, but with fanatical tenae- 
ity the Japs kept coming. The few who did 
get across ran up against barbed wire wher 
Marines finished them off with grenades and 
bayonets. 

Daylight, after hours of bitter struggle, 
found the assault broken. The enemy had 
dug in on their side of the river, and com- 
menced to lob over mortar shells and rife 
grenades. 

While Marine artillery blasted down palm 
tress about their heads, a fast-moving colum 
made a circuitous march inland to box them 
in from the rear if possible. When this colum. 
began to close in, four tanks rolled across 
the sand spit and wrought havoc in the Jap 
emplacement. 

The few Japs who attempted to escape by 
plunging into the sea were picked off my mej, 
highly trained in rifle marksmanship. 

How many actually did escape probably 
never will be known. First reports said 
men in the detachment were killed. A sib 
sequent survey raised the figure to mort 
than 800. 

The Second Phase 

The Battle of the Tenaru River eliminated 
one Jap threat and proved the strength of 
the Marines’ eastern flank, but if it did any 
thing to discourage the enemy there were few 
signs to that effect. The Japanese simply 
shifted their landings to the more inaccessible 
regions to the west. 

Army planes arrived on 22 August, herald: 
ing further reinforcement from all thre 
branches of the Service—bombers, torpéd 
planes and fighters. 

On 23 August a large Jap convoy was re 
ported driven off with damage, but probably 
not before a sizeable body of troops and 8p 
plies had been landed. Other attempts, “som 
successful,” were made on 3 and 5 September 
Smaller contingents drifted down by night 
from the northern. Solomons. By 12 Septe® 
ber a Navy Communique reported it was not 
possible to prevent troop landings “entirely 

The Japs were stepping up the pace. Bomb 
ers roared over Henderson Field in grout 
of 30, 40. 50, escorted by Zeros. Americat 
fighters shot them down in numbers, but a: 
ways more came. Subs shelled nightly fro® 
the sea. There was little sleep. Obvious! 
this was a “softening-up” preparatory t an 
other assault in force. A few reinforcement 
had come, and all the men who could 
spared from the occupied islands were dravt 
in.

goving into position for the next major bid. 
On the following night, it came—a powerful 
thrast against the Marines’ southern fiank. 
The key position here was Lunga Ridge. 
with this in Jap hands, all of the airfield 
gould become untenable. Col. Merritt Ed- 
wo, commander in this sector, established his 
troops in position along the perimeter of a 
jpoll beyond where a saddle crossed the 
ridge. There he let the enemy come to him. 
Come they did—along the ridge itself and 
polling up out of the jungle that flanks it. 
They came in waves, in masses and in col- 
gons, shooting Roman candles, setting off 
freerackers, yammering in unison “Marine 
you die! Marine you die!” 
‘There was bloody work with grenade, 
inife and bayonet as wave after wave surged 
into the Marines’ positions. So close was 
the fighting the Marines were unable to use 
their artillery for fear of hitting their own 
troops. 

The next day the Tokyo radio announced 
the Japanese had thrown 6,000 men against 
the ridge and had captured the airfield, But 
what dawn actually revealed was an utterly 
demoralized army in full flight. Artillery was 
pounding the Japs, and planes from the air- 
fed were swarming over them like angry 
pornets, bombing and strafing. 

Those 6,000, or whatever they really num- 
bered, had ceased to exist as a fighting unit. 


The Third Phase 


The disaster at Lunga Ridge seemed to have 
uught the Japs a lesson at last. Apparently 
they set about to amass a force so overwhelm- 
ing as to crush the beach-head by sheer weight 
in numbers, meanwhile wearing down the de- 
fenders by ceaseless air and sea attacks. 

From the outset American flyers had dis- 
played general superiority in combat which 
had resulted in heavier enemy losses. Now 
the proportionate losses began to mount to 
fantastic extremes. In fhe period of 27-28 
September 42 Jap planes were shot down with- 
wt a sing'e United States loss. During Octo- 
ler, 369 of their planes were destroyed. 

Even though the Americans now controlled 
the air over the island, enemy landings could 
nwt be checked altogether. These increased 
in size and number as September turned into 
October, On 4 October a large enemy con- 
wy withstood almost constant attack with- 
ot turning back. Further landings were ef- 
feted on the night of 7-8 October. Jap troops 
died by the thousands in the sea and on the 
aches, but many got ashore, 

Location of the landings indicated the Japs 
were preparing to attack this time from the 
west. To counter the threat, the Marines 
determined to push their western flank for- 
ward to the Matanikau River. This was ac- 
complished in two days of intensive fighting, 
a which Army planes helped blaze the way. 

It was during these days in early October 
that Lieutenant General Thomas Holcomb, 
Marine Corps Commandant, visited the island. 

A surface task force intercepted a large 
‘onvoy off Savo Island on the night of 11-12 
October, and in a hot 30-minute engagement 
unk a heavy cruiser, four destroyers and a 
large transport. The air forces, following 
the next day, accounted as “probables” 
tother cruiser and destroyer. The convoy 
“is turned back with the loss en our part of 
me destroyer. 

An American convoy put in on 13 October 
with the first contingent of Army troops to 
tach Guadalcanal. These were promptly wel- 
med by the enemy with two aerial bomb- 
ae a stiff shelling from Jap ships off 


The explosion of large shells was so vio- 
lat and continuous the ground shook like an 
“rthquake. Many Marines on the island 
"ported that shellings such as this were 
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much harder on the nerves than were aerial 
bombings. 

Still another large Jap convoy put troops 
and supplies ashore on 15 October under 
heavy air attacks that damaged an enemy 
battleship and three transports. For the next 
few days our planes concentrated on the Jap 
shore installations and newly landed supplies. 
Such surface craft as were available aided, 
and large fires were started. The Jap sur- 
face force, in turn, resumed its shellings, 
and wave after wave of bombers sought to 
cripple the airfield. 

The land offensive began on 20 October with 
light attacks intended to feel out our posi- 
tions along the Matanikau. These continued 
throughout the next two days, rising to a 
climax of full power against the Marines’ 
western flank on the night of 23-24 October 
when four successive assaults were repulsed. 
Aircraft and artillery squelched a fifth as- 
sault early the following morning. 

Still more Japs came. A convoy that had 
been attacked from the air the previous night 
landed a contingent on 25 October, while 
those already on the scene uncapped the 
heaviest coordinated land-sea-air attack yet 
seen. 

Lesides assaulting again along the Mata- 
nikau, the Japanese lashed into our southern 
flank, while their planes ranged over the 
field and their ships lay off Lunga Point and 
blasted away. 

That night the Japs pierced our southern 
lines, but were promptly thrown back by a 
counter-attack. Following a day and night 
of smaller seale thrusts, they again overran 
our advance positions, again to be repulsed 
by prompt counter-attack. Having gained 
full control of the air, American planes were 
now aiding strongly in the defense by bomb- 
ing and strafing enemy ground forces, tak 
ing a heavy toll in enemy killed. 

Two additional major attacks failed to gain 
headway, and 28 October found the Japs 
badly in need of a breathing spell. They had 
lost 12 tanks and approximately 2,000 men 
by count of bodies on the scene in that week, 
Doubtless their losses from artillery and air- 
craft tire behind the lines were equally dis- 
astrous, 

Those were the days when Americans at 
home awaited reports with dread anxiety, 
fearing every moment the announcement that 
Guadaleanal had been reeaptured by the Japs. 

But Guadaleanal did not fall. The Jap still 
had strong forees on the island, but after 
his successive defeats he could not keep the 
offensive from passing to the Americans. The 
enemy Was how exposed to severe punishment 
from Army and Marine ground troops, whije 
Army, Navy and Marine planes bombed and 
strafed him and helped Navy warships cut 
off the bulk of his reinforcements and sup- 


plies, 
American teamwork was now in high. As 
Maj. Gen. Vandegrift later declared: “We 


were a team that worked as a whole, not as 
individuals or individual Services.” 


The Fourth Phase 


On 1 November the U. 8. forces suddenly 
took the offensive. Supported by Army Fly- 
ing Fortresses, a column crossed the Mata- 
nikau and advanced some two miles. The 
Japanese fell back slowly. The next day 
the Marines captured 20 machine guns and 
two artillery pieces. In heavier action on 
3 November they killed 350 Japs and added 
three field pieces, 12 thirty-seven mm, guns 
and 30 machine guns to the captured list. 

Enemy counter attacks on the two follow- 
ing nights were beaten off, after which the 
Americans’ advance continued. 

Apparently seeking to relieve pressure in 
the west, the Japs landed troops at Tetere, to 
the east of the American position, and a sec- 
ond contingent at nearby Koli Point. 

Total strength of this force was estimated 
at some 1,500 soldiers. U. 8S. Marines and 
troops of the U. 8. Army promptly went 
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after the new arrivals. By 6 November they 
had driven the Japs beyond the Malimbiu 
River and, strongly supported from the air, 
they continued across the Metapono. By 
7 November they were meeting only slight 
resistance, The landing force seemed to have 
vanished, leading to the conclusion that about 
half had been killed, while the remainder had 
fled into the bush. 

Few Jap prisoners were taken in this, or 
any American, offensive. As Maj. Gen. Vande- 
grift said, “You can’t take a man prisoner 
who won't surrender.” 

While the slow advance continued on both 
flanks, a sizeable United States surface force 
began bombarding Tassafaronga, silencing 
the batteries and starting extensive fires, 
Thirty of 75 lauding barges were destroyed 
and others damaged, 

It was clear by now that the Jap forces 
on Guadalcanal were incapable of resuming 
the offensive without reinforcements, and 
equally evident that they were determined to 
get these in. Aerial reconnaissance reported 
a growing concentration of transports in 
the northern Solomons-New Britain area, On 
10 November it was reported that a large 
convoy was proceeding toward the scene of 
action under a strong naval escort. 

The spearhead of the enemy formation, in- 
cluding two battleships, reaching the Guadal- 
canal area shortly after midnight on the 
morning of 13 November, where is was furi- 
ously attacked by the United States task 
force on the scene. Our force inflicted severe 
damage and threw the enemy into confusion, 

Throughout the day our planes carried out 
incessant attacks against the damaged Jap 
ships.

the night of 14-15 November and promptly 
engaged the main Jap fleet in what developed 
into the greatest naval battle of the war to 
date, 

The attack devastating. In this sea 
battle, the Battle of Guadalcanal, our forces 
sunk a total of one battleship, a second battle- 
ship or heavy cruiser, eight cruisers, six 
destroyers, eight transports, and four cargo 
transports, In addition, the Japanese had 
two battleships, one cruiser and seven de- 
stroyers damaged, 

It has been estimated that the Japanese 
could not have lost fewer than 25,000 men in 
these actions. The loss in ships was equally 
serious. What few men and supplies may 
have been salvaged from the beached trans- 
ports proved insufficient for the launching of 
any further attacks.

Col. Dupuy’s Comments 

Col, R. Ernest Dupuy, chief, news divi- 
sion, War Department Brueau of Public 
Relations, discussing Guadalcanal on the 
Army hour, broadcast on N. B. C. net- 
work, Sunday, 14 Feb. said: 

“The Army is rather proud of ite partici- 
pation in Admiral Halsey’s South Pacific 
Fighting Force. On 7 August last, the Ma- 
rines piled ashore on Guadalcanal, to seize 
that fine new Jap airfield, which the enemy 
never had time to use. From the beginning 
Army and Navy alr forces cooperated with 
the Marines on the ground in the terrifie 
fighting. On 13 October, General Vandegrift’s 
hard-bitten soldiers of the sea received their 
first ground reinforcement from the Army. It

was a regiment of a division whose name un- 
til last week most Americans had never heard 
—the Americal Division, commanded by Maj. 
Gen. Alexander M. Patch, and the sole Divi- 
gion in the Army bearing no number, Its 
units came from the garrisons of New Cale- 
donia. The outfit which first came ashore on 
Guadalcanal was the 164th Infantry, original- 
ly North Dakota National Guard, and com- 
manded by Col. B. EB. Moore, It is a far cry 
from North Dakota to the Solomons, from 
the Bad Lands and rolling farme of the 
prairies to the tropical jungles of the Solo- 
mons, as the men of the 164th Infantry found 
when they pressed into the malarial swamps 
and matted forests surrounding Henderson 
Field. 

“Later, the remainder of the Americal Divi- 
gion arrived in Guadalcanal, and General 
Patch succeeded General Vandegrift in com- 
mand, Still later the 25th Division, command- 
ed by Maj. Gen. Joseph Lawton Collins, was 
landed. The inch-by-inch advance, gradually 
clearing the neighborhood surrounding the 
field, was replaced by a coordinated offen- 
sive. First step was the taking of Mount Aus- 
tin and its adjacent heights, west of Hender- 
son, where the Nips had emplaced artillery 
continually harrassing our troops. Once the 
enemy had been cleaned out from this area, 
the drive took shape as a movement northwest 
along the coast, first taking Kokombona, 
which deprived the Nip of his last toe-hold 
on the beaches of Lunga Roads. 

“Final act was the movement of a combat 
team by water, with naval escort, to skirt the 
island and land near the northwest tip, this 





taking the Japs between pincers. Harried 
from hold to hold, pressed on both sides, the 
enemy was forced to a beach-strip about 15 
miles long. Then it was that the so-called 
“evacuation” took place, with Nip destroyers 
racing in at night to pick up scattered sampan 
loads of the enemy, particularly his high com- 
mand, In the meantime the scattered pockets 
of starved and battered Japs collapsed one 
by one, At Cape Esperance, 9 February, the 
pincers closed, as cheering skirmishers of 
both our forces met in the jungle. The only 
live Japs left on Guadalcanal were prisoners.”

The following is a summary of Naval 
operations in the South Pacific from 29 Jan- 
uary to 4 February. 

1. During the latter part of January, U. 8.

ese fleet units, including battleships and air- 
eraft carriers, in the waters between Truk 
and the Solomon Islands. Simultaneously 
reports were received of large groups of en- 
emy destroyers in the Solomon Islands and 
an unusually heavy concentration of enemy 
aircraft at all of the Japanese bases in the 
Solomon Islands-New Britain area. 

2. It appeared possible that the Japanese 
fleet might accept a decisive battle. Subse- 
quent events indicate, however, that the en- 
emy was solely concerned with evacuation of 
troops from Guadalcanal and interference 
with the movements of U. 8. troop transports 
which were landing soldiers on Guadalcanal, 
shortly before the collapse of enemy resist- 
ance on the island. There were no actions 
between heavy forces. Active operations of 
enemy surface forces were confined mainly 
to movements of destroyer detachments under 
heavy air cover between Guadalcanal and 
enemy bases in the northern Solomons, 

3. During the evening of 29 January, a 
force of U. S. cruisers and destroyers, which 
was covering transport movements and oper- 
ating about 70 miles to the south of Guadal- 
canal in the vicinity of Rennell Island, was 
attacked by enemy torpedo planes, The 
U.S.S. Chieago was hit by torpedoes and 
severly damaged, The damaged cruiser was 
tuken in tow by another cruiser and later 
was turned over to a tug for towing. 

4. The following day, 30 January, in the 
afternoon, the Chicago was again attacked by 
13 enemy torpedo planes and as a result of 
this attack was sunk. U. 8. aircraft shot 
down twelve of the thirteen enemy planes, 
but not in time to ward off the attack on the

Huge and 
numerous fires, with heavy explosions, were 
started from Talili Bay to Kokopo. 

Smoke rose to 7,000 feet, with flames visible 
for 110 miles. Searchlights were destroyed 
and two ships in the harbor appeared to 
have been hit and damaged, The thick pall 
of smoke over the area hindered further ob- 
servation of results. Intense anti-aircraft fire 
was encountered, There was no attempt at 
interception and all our planes returned,

Ubili: Our heavy units bombed the area 
twice. 

New Guinea: Madang: One of our heavy 
units bombed the airfield. 

Lae: Our medium bombers, with fighter 
escort, attacked the airdrome and adjacent 
area, Two enemy aircraft caught on the 


ground were destroyed, Buildings on the ter- 
race were hit and many fires started. There 
was no interception. 

Wau: Our patrols are mopping up enemy 
stragglers. 

16 Feb. 

Northwestern Sector: Aroe Island: Dobo: 
Our medium bombers again attacked the town 
of Dobo from a low altitude, completing the 
heavy destruction of a previous attack and 
leaving large fires burning. The town is now 
in ruins, the wharves destroyed and the ene- 
my apparently has been forced to abandon 
the position as a base. 

Amboina Island: Ambon: Our heavy bomb- 
ers attacked enemy shore installations and 
shipping in the harbor, scoring two direct 
hits with 500-pound bombs on an 8,000-ton 
transport. The vessel probably was destroyed. 
Numerous fires were started in the town area 
with heavy explosions, the resultant column 
of smoke being visible for fifty miles. Four 
enemy fighters which attempted interception 
were driven off and all our planes returned. 

Timor: Dili: Our medium bombers twice 
attacked the enemy area, starting fires and 
causing heavy damage to installations, A lone 


enemy fighter attempting Interception was 
driven off. 
Northeastern Sector:New Britain: Rabaul: 


Our heavy bombers for the second successive 
night struck the enemy base, attacking in 
two waves and dropping more than thirty- 
eight tons of explosives and over 1,500 in- 
cendiaries. Destruction again was believed to 
be heavy. Numerous fires were started around 
the perimeter of Simpson Harbor; an entire 
block of buildings in the northeast sector 
of town was engulfed in flames and heavy 
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explosions occurred in ammunition dumps 
near Toboi Wharf. A large blaze was started 
at Rapopo Field. Heavy anti-aircraft fire was 
encountered, but there was no interception. 
All our planes returned. 

Stettin Bay: One of our heavy reconnais- 
sance units bombed and scored a direct hit 
on an enemy cargo ship southeast of the Tala 
Sea. 


New Guinea: Finschhafen: One of our 
heavy units bombed the runway, 

lae: Our medium bombers and attack 
planes, with fighter escort, executed a co- 


ordinated raid on supply dump installations 
at the airdrome. Nearly seventeen tons of 
explosives were dropped and the position was 
heavily strafed, Numerous fires were started, 
covering the entire area with a dense pall 
of smoke, preventing accurate observation.

Seventy-two additional enemy dead have been 
counted.

After directing the forces on Midway, 
for which he was awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Medal, Colone] Shannon 
returned to the United States for tempo- 
rary duty as Plans and Training Officer 
for Fleet Marine Force units in the San 
Diego section. 

Col. Shannon, who was born 16 Sept. 
1892, had served with the Marines since 
July, 1917, when he was commissioned a 
Second Lieutenant. He was promoted to 
Colonel in May, 1942. His record includes 
28 months’ service in France and Ger- 
many in 1917-19, and assignments in Nica- 
ragua, Santo Domingo, the Canal Zone, 
the Virgin Islands, Hawaii and Midway. 

While Commanding Officer at Marine 
Barracks, Virgin Islands, in 1924, he di- 
rected rescue efforts in behalf of the na- 
tive population following a severe hurri- 
cane.

The expected combination of Republi- 
cans and anti-Administration southern 
Democrats found expression in the House 
this week in opposition to the President 
and his method of conducting the home 
war effort. In the House the combination 
struck from the Independent Offices Ap- 
propriation bill an appropriation for the 
National Resources Planning Board, the 
chairman of which is the uncle of the 
President. This action was taken in spite 
of a strong executive argument pointing 
out the importance of such a Board for 
the preparation of plans for employment 
of soldiers discharged after the war. The 
House also reduced to a liquidating fig- 
ure the appropriation for the New Deal 
Home Owners Loan Corporation, forbade 
the use of the postal frank, directed espe- 
clally against “bureaucratic” propaganda, 
and the House Appropriations Committee 
and the Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tee as well, will investigate “Victory” 
magazine, fathered by the Office of War 
Information, and other Governmental 
publications, to determine their value and 
to save paper and shipping space, A mo- 
tion to delete an appropriation for the 
Federal Communications Commission in 
the House was defeated by a vote of 162 
to 87. The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee adopted last Saturday a motion 
to peg suluaries above $25,000 at their pre- 
Pearl Harbor level, thus nullifying the 
President's Executive Order limiting war 
time salaries to that figure after taxes. 
The President appealed from the Com- 
mittee action and stated he would can- 
cel his order if the Committee would rec- 
ommend a flat supertax one hundred per 
cent above $25,000 for single persons and 
$50,000 for married couples, and if this 
would not be done that there be adopted 
a graduated tax of from 50 to 90 per 
cent on such excess. Chairman Doughton 
announced that his committee would not 
take cognizance of the President's pro- 





posal, 


To meet Congressional criticism, Chair- 
man Nelson announced another shake-up 
of the War Production Board. In order 
that his Number 2 man, Charles E. Wil- 
son, former President of the General Elec- 
tric Company, might have entire charge 
of ali details of production, he dismissed 
Mr. Ferdinand Eberstadt, who had 
charge of materials distribution. It is 
the intention of Mr. Nelson to devote him- 
self to policies and general coordination 
of the various phases of production, but 
there are reports that he will resign. The 
dismissal of Mr. Eberstadt is attributed 
to the charge that he represented the 
Army and Navy viewpoint in the War 
Production Bourd; but as a matter of 
fact that informed authority understood 
the needs of the Services and merely en- 
deavored to see that they were adequate- 
ly met, Resigning also from the WPB was 
Lou E. Holland, Kansas City business 
man, who found himself at odds with his 
Chief on the matter of the operations of 
the Smaller War Plants Corporation. Mr. 
Holland declares the management of this 
Corporation is “detrimental to the cause 
of small business and the war effort.” The 
latest report regarding Mr. Nelson's poli- 
cy is that he will require Army contrac- 
tors to get his approval before making 
deliveries. 


Chairman Eccles of the Federal Re- 
serve Board, has raised his voice in warn- 
ing against the danger of inflation. He 
testified before the Senate Banking and 
Currency Committee this week that the 
people have $40 billions more to spend 
than there are goods and services avail- 
able to absorb this huge sum. Unless the 
“gap” be closed through taxation and or 
forced savings, he declared inflation 
would be inevitable. Worrying in this 
connection is the view of economists that 
the President’s 48-hour week order will 
increase wages by 30 per cent, but will 
not bring about a corresponding increase 
in production, Undoubtedly the Stock 
Market rise is due to the fear of infla- 
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tion and the disposition of investors to 
put their idle funds principally in the low 
priced stocks.

At Wetlet fires were started among enemy- 
occupied buildings and it was estimated that 
sixty freight cars were destroyed or damaged.

Medical Standards 


Assailing as “a return to the standards 
of 40 years ago” the Army’s proposal to 
reduce pre-medical college education re- 
quirements for admission to medical 
schools to 15 months, the executive coun- 
cil of the Association of American Medi- 
cal Colleges on 17 Feb. said such a pro- 
gram would lower the quality of medical 
care for the armed forces and the civilian 
population of the future. The association 
said 18 months “is regarded as the criti- 
eal lower limit of such preparation.” The 
present average is 36 months. 

Farlier this week, Brig. Gen, Joseph 
N. Dalton, in charge of the Army special- 
ized training division, said “the medical 
program calls for the same number of 
semesters of work as are required by 
pre-medical education standards ... Med 
ical curricula will be unchanged, each 
school continuing to establish its own.” 
Pre-medical students will undergo the 
same amount of military and physical 
training, under the Army program, as do 
other soldiers, 


Deny Flight Pay Claim 


Claim filed by an aviation medical ex- 
aminer of the Army for the difference 
hetween 50 per cent flight pay and non- 
flying pay at the rate of $720 a year has 
been denied by the Comptroller General. 

The Comptroller held in decision 
B-30931 that an aviation medical exam- 
iner was not a flying officer and was not 
mentioned in the 1943 Army Supply Bill 
which provided: “That, during the con- 
tinuance of the present war and for six 
months after the termination thereof, a 
flying officer as defined under existing 
law shall include flight surgeons, and 
commissioned officers or warrant officers 
while undergoing flying training.” 








Deny Credit for Reserve Service 

The Comptroller General this week de- 
nied the claim of an enlisted man with 
six years’ service for credit for his 20 
years’ service in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. 

Pointing out that the man had less than 
six months’ active service in the ORC, 
the Comptroller stated that section 9 of 
the Pay Readjustment Act does not per- 
mit enlisted men to count inactive ser- 
vice in the ORC for pay purposes. 





Pay for Coast Guard Divers 

The Comptroller General held this week 
that when the Coast Guard is operating 
as a part of the Navy in accordance with 
law, officers and enlisted men of the Coast 


tuard who are designated as divers and 
employed in actual salvage or repair oper- 
ations are entitled to additional diving 
pay on the same basis as that authorized 
for officers and men of the Navy.

Death Gratuity Payment 

The Comptroller General has held (de- 
cision No, B-31590) that where the widow, 
child or children, or designated benefici- 
ary of a Navy officer, enlisted man or 
nurse dies subsequent to the death of the 
person in the service but prior to pay- 
ment of the six months’ death gratuity 
authorized by the act of 22 May 1928, as 
amended, the right to receive the gra- 
tuity passes to the legal representative of 
the deceased beneficiary, and not to some 
other relative of the deceased. 





Confirm Army Generals 

The Senate this week confirmed 
the promotion of 62 of the 63 Army officers 
whose names were listed on the first page 
of the 18 Feb. issue of the ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL. 

The nomination of Col. Paul Edmund 
Burrows (Lt. Col., AC) to be a brigadier 
general] was withdrawn by the President 
before the rest of the generals were con- 
firmed. 





New WAAC Center

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Officers’ Right to Reenlist 


A clarification of the reenlistment rights 
of enlisted men of the Army who were 
discharged to accept warrants or com- 
missions is contained in Changes No 6 to 
AR 600-750, published by the War De- 
partment this week. The change amends 
paragraph 10d of the regulation. 

The right of an enlisted man to reen- 
list in his old grade, with credit for pay 
and retirement purposes for the time he 
served as an officer or warrant officer is 
made clear. 

However, it should be clearly under- 
stood that the right to reenlist in the 
grade held prior to discharge to accept 
a warrant or commission does not mean 
the right to reenlist in a temporary NCO 
grade, For instance, a permanent tech- 
nical sergeant, who is promoted to tem- 
porary master sergeant and then com- 
missioned a first lieutenant, has a right 
only to the technical sergeantcy. He may 
be reenlisted as a master sergeant if the 
Army needs his services in that grade, 
but this is discretionary with the Army. 

Text of the change follows: 

(2) Reenlistment of men discharged to ac- 
cept commissions as officers or appointments 
as warrant officers, 

(1) Any enlisted man of the Regular Army 
who serves on active duty as a Reserve officer 
of the Army of the United States or who is 
discharged to accept a commission in the 
Army of the United States and whose active 
service as a commissioned officer terminates 
honorably will be entitled without regard to 
any physical disqualification incurred, or hav- 
ing its inception, while on active duty in line 
of duty, to reenist in the grade held prior to 
such commissioned service, without loss of 
service or seniority and without regard to 
whether a vacancy exists in the appropriate 
enlisted grade: Provided, That application 
for reenlistment is made within 6 months 
after the termination of such commissioned 
service. Enlisted men of the Regular Army 
will be entitled to count active commissioned 
service in the Army of the United States as 
enlisted service for all purposes. 

(2) Any man in an enlisted status in the 
Army of the United States (other than an en- 
listed man of the Regular Army) discharged 
to accept a commission as an officer or ap- 
pointment as warrant officer or who serves as 
a commissioned officer of the Army of the 
United States (and any enlisted man of the 
Regular Army discharged to accept an ap- 
pointment as a warrant officer), whose active 
service as a commissioned officer or warrant 
officer terminates honorably and who tenders 
himself for reenlistment within 6 months after 
termination of such commissioned or warrant 
officer service if he has passed his 38th birth- 
day, or within 15 days after termination of 
such service if he is between the ages of 18 
and 38, will, regardless of physical disqualifi- 
cation incurred or having inception while on 
active duty in line of duty, and regardless of 
whether a vacancy exists in the appropriate 
enlisted grade, be accepted and restored with- 
out loss of seniority to the grade held by him 
prior to such commissioned or warrant officer 
service; and will be entitled to count active 
commissioned or warrant officer service in 
the Army of the United States as service for 
all purposes, 

(3) These individuals will be reenlisted in 
the grade held prior to discharge to accept 
appointment, 





Amendment to Selective Law 


H.R. 1730 introduced by Representative 
Kilday, Texas, and reported this week by 
the House Military Affairs Committee, 
amends the Selective Training and Ser- 
vice Act by providing for deferment of 
registrants on a State basis and on the 
basis of degrees of dependency. Four 
categories of dependency will sift regis- 
trants and they will be inducted or de- 
ferred accordingly. While the War De- 
partment has taken the stand that the 
bill cannot be administered in keeping 
with the war objective the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee believes the bill 
will aid the administration of the Act and 
wishes therefore to help channel the work 
of the Manpower Commission and not 
leave it to the War Department alone to 
(lecide who shall go into the Army. 


Cooking Dehydrated Food 


Instruction in the proper preparation 
and handling of dehydrated food prod- 
ucts will be extended to all Army cooks 
through a special series of one-week 
courses to be given in some 80 Bakers and 
Cooks Schools under the supervision of 
the Quartermaster Corps, in each of the 
nine Army Service Commands, the War 
Department announced this week.

Mobile Drydock Bill Passed 

H.R. 1446 introduced by Representative 
Drewry of Virginia and previously passed 
by the House, was.passed this week by 
the Senate. 

The bill calls for the expenditure of 
$210,000,000 for 48 floating drydocks to 
accompany or follow the fleets so that re- 
pair facilities will be close at hand. The 
bill now goes to the President and bids 
fair to be the first law of the 78th Con- 
gress. 








Navy Surgeon General Speaks 


Two highly significant speeches were 
delivered last week by Rear Adm. Ross 
T. McIntire, Surgeon General of the 
Navy, one before the 39th Annual Con- 
gress on Medical Education and Li- 
censure, American Medical Association, 
at Chicago. I11., on 15 Feb., and the other 
to the graduating class of the school of 
medicine at Marquette University, Mil- 
waukee, Wisc., on 13 Feb. 

In his Chicago speech, Admiral McIn- 
tire indicated that probably a third of 
the doctors now in the service would re- 
main in it after the war. 

“We might say that when the war is 
over a great number of doctors will re- 
turn from the service,” he said, “That is 
true, but not nearly as many as you might 
think, for certainly we will not be able to 
reduce the Army and Navy below a cer- 
tain point, and my own opinion is that if 
we are able to return two-thirds of those 
we take, we will do well.” 

Much medical work, especially in the 
field of Epidemiology, will have to be 
conducted in Europe after the war, the 
Surgeon General indicated. Medical 
schools should turn all efforts to speciali- 
zation in that subject, he said. “You 
should have dozens and dozens and 
dozens of epidemioligical teams to be sent 
abroad in the post-war period.” 

He complimented the medical schools 
on the progress made in the last year in 
the teaching of tropical diseases, and em- 
phasized the dangers to our forces 
through malaria, He pointed out that 70 
per cent of the Marines in the Solomons 
were infected by malaria, but “intelligent 
repressive” measures enabled most of the 
men to fight the campaign to a successful 
conclusion 

Admiral McIntire also praised the work 
of the Army’s doctors and sanitary engi- 
neers in Liberia in freeing that area of 
danger from malaria. 

Research should not be neglected, he 
pointed out, stating that “we know that 
German planes are flying higher than 
ours because of a better oxygen supply 
system.” 

To the Marquette graduates, the Sur- 
geon General expressed his gratification 
over the presence there of young women 
entering the medical profession. He 
stated that he hoped that women soon 
would be admitted in the Medical Reserve 
of the Navy on the same basis as men, but 
said changes in legislation would first 
be necessary. 

Admiral McIntire stated that infection 
from wounds had been found to be al- 
most non-existent in the South and 
Southwest Pacific campaigns. Contribut- 
ing to this was use of the sulpha drugs, 
but this could not account for the free- 
dom from infection entirely, he com- 
mented, stating that the medical service 
found the condition “gratifying, but 
mystifying.” 





New Naval Construction 


On 16 Feb. the House Naval Affairs 
Committee reported an amended bill, 
H.R. 1692, authorizing appropriations for 
naval shore installations. ? 

Amendments call for the elimination or 
reduction of items totalling $243,393,000 
from the $1,500,000,000 requested by the 
Navy. The amended bill authorizes the 
expenditure of $1,256,607,000 for the es- 
tablishment or development of naval 
shore activities by the construction of 
temporary or permanent public works, 
including buildings, facilities, accessories 
and services, and authority to acquire 
necessary land. The amount to be spent 
by the Secretary of the Navy is flexible 
but it must not exceed the asked for ap- 
propriation. 

The $238,000,000 originally asked for 
aviation has been reduced to $223,000,000 
but the Committee stated that, if it is 
found that an additional primary-train- 
ing base is needed, effort will be made to 
secure the needed appropriation for that 
purpose. 

The $33,120,000 originally requested for 
the Marine Corps was reduced in com- 
mittee to $28,632,000. This eliminates the 
expected cost of pre-recruit training and 
quarters for bachelor officers. 

The item intended for concentrated 
training and housing for the WAVES was 
reduced by $580,000 and their training 
will be done at scattered colleges. Dormi- 





tory space will be provided at thege; 
stitutions. 

Dropped entirely was $223.31; 
tagged for “Miscellaneous and unforeg, 
facilities,” because of absence of g dy 
nite program for the expenditure of 
amount. The bill calls for a report fy 
the Secretary of the Navy of all prog» 
tive acquisitions of land. 





Warrant Officers’ Pay

As a commissioned warrant off 
cer, he would receive credit only fora 
tive commissioned service. 

Even the Army warrant officer is som 
what at a disadvantage, for the sery 
which he may count for pay purposes | 
not as comprehensive as the service whic 
an officer can count. 

Illustrative of the situation in whid 
warrant officers find themselves is the de 
cision of the Comptroller General this 
week that an enlisted man with 20 year’ 
Officers’ Reserve Corps service can count 
only the active service for pay purposes 
As an officer, the man would be able to 
count all commissioned service, active or 
inactive. 

Congressman Merritt’s bill would per 
mit warrant officers, chief warrant off 
cers, and commissioned warrant officer 
to count for pay purposes all of the ser- 
vice which officers may count under th 
original pay act and its amendment. 

The Navy Department is giving seriow 
study to the proposal, and probably wil 
endorse it. War Department approval 
likewise is probable. Originally the 
Army opposed crediting enlisted service 
for pay purposes by officers, but when i- 
active commissioned service was allowed 
by the Congress the Department reversed 
its position. 





Technique of Assault

General McNair said. “Successful oper: 
tions of this nature require advanced 
training and preparation; the employ 
ment of trained assault task forces com 
posed of infantry, artillery, and co 
engineers; and the coordinated support 
of other arms including air and airborne 
troops. An understanding of the special 
tactics and technique required is esse 
tial.”
